.tie "Wall Street Journal says. This 
date -was definitely fixed last fall anil 
-the program, will be carried out if It 
'is nt all possible. The consolidation 
-of the Carnegis Steel Company, Na- 
tional Steel Company and the Amer- 
ican Steel Hoop Company on April 1, 
1903, the consolidation ot the coke 
companies on the same date, the con- 
solidation oC the American Tin Plate 
Company and tbs American Sheet 
Steel Company on December ol, 1903, 
and teh consolidation of the Lorain 
Steel Company of Ohio anti the Na- 
tional Tuhe Company, which is not 
techinally completed yet, have all been 
steps in carrying out the general pro- 
gram. 


The principal business oC the com- 


pany outside ot crude materials and 
transport, is now carried on by five 
companies. Carnegie,; 'Illinois, Wire, 
'Tube and Sheet. 'The corporate en- 
-iiHes of the Union Steel Company and 
1 CSairton Steel Company will have to 
be retained ior some time, but thU 
•will not interfere, since the works 
san be leased to the operating com- 
•pany. In the case ot the Union this 
has already i-een done, to certain sub- 
sidiaries. The coke, ore and transpor- 
tation companies 'may not be brought 
in by January 1 next. 
Ultimately, 


the coke and ore properties can be 
absorbed, tbut the transportation prop- 


• erties will remain independent. This 


is a necessity which is not peculiar to 
the Steel Corporation, as even a small 
-steel works maintains Its own "ter- 
minal" railroad as -& means of getting 
•s. division of the freights with the 
trunk lines, and of charging shippers 
into the properties with extra freight 
rates. The magnitude and importance 
of the terminal railroad Industry Is 
•not fully appreciated.
